Japan’s  or -one rat 1 on  with  the  League  of  Nations. 

Japan  has-.taken  the  greatest  interest  in  the  development  and  suooe 
of  the  League  fr-m  the  days  rf  its  inception.  Her  successive  govern¬ 
ments  have  extended  tc  it  for  nor.rly  14  years  their  hearty  cc-opera*. 
tien,  and  her  stotesraen  have  devoted  their  boat  offrrts  tr  the  exten¬ 
sion  of  its  influonoo  and  tho  enhancement  of  its  prestige.  Japan 
takes  pride  in  recalling  tho  aotivo  participation  of  her  representa¬ 
tives  in  tho  wrk  rf  tho  League,  As  an  original  and  permanent  Member 
rf  tho  Council,  she  has  had  many  opportunities  of  co-operation  in  lte 
benefioient  notivitios,  and  bf  these  opportunities  she  has  fully  aval 
ed  herself.  She  regards  the  LenCue  as  a  most  powerful  instrument  foi 
the  good  of  humanity,  and  she  is  only  anxious,  in  the  interest  cf 
this  great  experiment  in  the  establishment  cf  universal  peace,  that 
the  Members  cf  the  League  shall  fully  appreciate  tho  situation  in  the 
Par  Bast  <nnd  deal  with  it  in  a  praotloal  way  rathor  than  by  formulae 
and  principles. 

The  present  dispute  was  first  brought,  by  China  tr  the  oensideratir 
rf  the  C-unoil  rf  tho  League  cf  Rations  under  Artiole  11  cf  the  ‘  . 
Covenant  in  September  1931.  In  SDito  rf  the  faot  that  Japan  in  this 
oase  was  obliged  tr  act  sololy  in  sal'-defenoe  against  aggression  on 
the  part  of  China,  Japan,  from  the  very  beginning,  has  spared  no  • 
effort  in  explaining  to  the  League  the  facts  and  background  of  this 
unfortunato  inoident,  and  at  the  same  time  she  has  constantly  and 
without  waiting  for  the  ^ 
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R.3 solution  pnssod  by  tho  Council  on  Soptombor  30,  ondonvcurod 
ns  far  oe  possiblo  not  to  aggravnto  tho  situation.  Japan  has 
"Iso  from  timo  to  timo  oommuni  o.atod  to  tho  Loaguo  all  information 
relative  to  tho  dovolcpmont  of  tho  situation  so  that  tho  Loaguo 
might  bo  onablod  to  undorstand  tho  aotual  conditions  prevailing, 
in  tho  Par  3aet. 

Unfortunately,  hcwover,  tho  condition  of  Uanohuria  showod  no 
immodiato  improvomont  in  tho  mattor  of  poaoo  ard  ordor  owing 
to  tho  continued  activities  cf  Chang  Huo.hliang,  while  tho  fool- 
ings  cf  tho  Chinoso  and  tho  Japaroso  norplos  bo oamo  further 
strainod  with  tho  ro3ult  that  thoro  was  no  possibility  of  with¬ 
drawing  tho  Japanoso  troops  within  tho  railvray  zono  undor  tho 
thor.  existing  circums tar. co  •  Whan  tho  Counoil  mot  again  in 
October,  Japan  roalizod  tho  importance  of  allaying  tho  excited 
notional  foolings  of  tho  two  pooplos  as  tho  first  ossontial 
condition  of  soouring  tho  safoty  of  tho  livos  and  property  cf 
Japanoso  subjoots  and  cf  mailing  possiblo  tho  withdrawal  of  tho 
Jnpr.no s o  troops.  Sho  was  ocnvincod  that  for  this  purpose  it  was 
no  co  s  n  a  ry  for  tho  two  parties  ooncornod  to  pavo  tho  way  for  diroct 
nogotiations  with  tho  object  of  rostoring  normal  relations  bo- 
tvaon  tho  two  oountrios,  Japan  took  pains  to  oxplain  this  view 
to  tho  President  and  oortain  Members  of  tho  Crv.noil,  but  tho 
proposal  to  initiate  direct  negotiations  v:ns  not  noooptod.

Tho  disoronnnev  botnoon  the  viows  "f  tho  othor  Kombors  of 


the  League  and  thoso  entertained  by  Japan  arrse  from  a  lack  of 
understanding  of  tho  tfar  Eastern  situation  on  tho  part  of  tho 
Leaguo •  In  hor  dosiro  to  assist  tho  Longuo  and  to  maintain  its 
logitimr.  to  influence  and  unofulnoss,  Japan  prepesod  at  tho 
Council  mooting  held  in  Eovonbor,  1P31,  that  tho  League  should 


disontch  a  Commission  of  Snquiry  to  China  so  that  its  mombers 
might  be  able  to  understand  fully  tho  actual  conditions  prevail 
ing  in  that  country.  This  eroposal  was  ad • ptod  by  tho  Council 
in  its  Resolution  of  December  10. 


Tho  Commission  of 
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In  March,  lt'32,  by  way  of  Japan  and  ontorod  Manohcukuo  in  April* 
Japan  rendorod  ovory  facility  to  tho  Commission  in  order  to 
assist  its  investigations.  Through  tho  establishment  of  the  now 
3tnto  of  Manohoukuo,  especial  difficulty  was  encountered  in  tho 
mnttor  of  tho  ontranco  of  tho  Chinese  Assossor  into  tho  territory 
of  that  State.  Japan  therefore  oxortod  her  good  offioos  with 
Manohoukuo  in  ordor  to  smooth  evor  this  difficulty  and  enabled 
tho  Commission  tr  carry  out  its  investigations . 

Tho  Roport  of  tho  Commission  of  Enquiry  was  made  public  on 
Ootobor  1,  1932.  On  account  of  tho  briof  period  allowed  for  tho 
invos tigation  of  tho  Commission,  much  remained  to  be  desirod  for 
tho  Roport  to  claim  to  present  a  truo  picturo  of  the  aotunl  con¬ 
dition  of  China,  Accordingly,  Japan,  on  Novombor  18  last,  handed 
to  tho  League  hor  observations  on  the  Lytton  Roport  in  ordor  to 
provldo  it  with  accurate  mntorial  for  orming  to  a  fair  conclusion 
on  tho  quosti^ns  involved. 

Tho  LyttoYi  Roport  was  the  subject  of  deliberation  by  tho 
Council  from  Novombor  21  and  by  Assembly  from  Doccmbor  6,  1932, 

Tho  Committee  of  Ninotoon  appointed  by  tho  Assombly  without  the 
concurrence  of  Japan  drafted  on  Leoeobor  15  a  Resolution  and  a 
Statomont  of  Roasor.s  concerning  the  procoduro  to  bo  followed  in 
porferming  tho  du  y  of  conciliation  whioh  dovolvod  upon  that 
body  in  accordance  with  Daragraph  3  of  Article  15  of  tho  Covonant. 
Japan  proposed  tho  delation  from  tho  Draft  Resolution  of  passages 
regarding  tho  participation  of  stntos  whioh  were  not  Membors  of 
tho  Loaguo  and  also  tho  modification  of  certain  points  relating 
to  tho  ermeofconoo  of  proposed  Committoo  of  Conciliation  as  well 
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as  tho  ontiro  deletion  of  tha  last  Paragraph  of  tho  Stntomont 
of  Roaacns  which  doolarod  in  particular  that  tho  mnintonanoo 
and  recognition  rf  tho  proaont  rogimo  in  Manchuria  oruld  n^t  bo 
considered  as  s'lutirn. 

At  tho  anno  timo,  considering  that  Paragraph  3  of  Article 
16  roprooonts  tho  Mnal  resort  provided  frr  in  tho  Covonnnt 
for  o^r. ci  1  in t ory  3'lution  rf  a  disputo.  Japan  ondoavourod  to 
d  isoavor  b mo  compromise  which  would  onr.blo  hor  to  continue  hor 
or -o po ra  t i ''n  with  tho  Loaguo. 

Aa  atntod  ir  Part  II,  h  rf  tho  Popart,  tho  President  rf  tho 
Committoo  and  tho  Socrotnry  Gonoral  woro  nuthrrizod  to  enter 
into  oenvorsatirns  with  beth  tho  Japanoeo  and  Chinoso  Dblegatirns 
Tho  conversations  between  tho  Japanoao  Delegation  and  the 
Soor3tary  General  were  carriod  cn  from  tho  first  part  of 
January,  1933.  As  a  result  o*  those  oonvorsati  ms ,  a  draft 
was  drawn  up  and  it  was  roforrod  with  the  knowledge  of  tho 
President  of  the  Committee  to  tho  Japanese  Governmont  for  their 
approval.  Subsequently,  when  amendments  of  tho  Jnpanoso  Govorn- 
mont  to  this  draft  woro  communion  tod  to  tho  Committee  of  Nineteen 
it  was  made  known  to  tho  Japanese  Delegation  that  the  said  draft 
oruld  not  bo  taken  up  as  a  basis  of  further  negotiation.  This 
oausod  a  groat  surprise  tr  tho  Japanese  Government  as  they 
had  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  President  of  the  Committee 
who  toother  with  the  Secretary  General  was  authorized  to  con¬ 
duct  negotiations  with  the  both  Delegations  was  also  fully 
aworo  rf  the  conversations  and  raised  no  obj3ction  tc  tho  propara 
tirn  of  the  draft.

Manchurian  issue  as  a  ston  towards  tho  execution  rf  that  prlioy. 

It  is  unnocossr.ry  tr  repeat  that  tho  Jaoanoeo  "orntinontal  policy" 
is  a  more  Chinese  fabrioatirn,  and  that  Japan  harbours  n"  territr* 


rial  designs  in  any  nart  rf  the  wrrld.  But  all  this,  though  it 
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nay  explain  the  rejection  by  the  Assembly  of  the  uncompromising 
denial  made  by  Japan,  can  h.rdly  be  thought  to  excuse  It, 

The  simple  fact  is  that,  as  has  i«  often  been  explained  on  the 
disappearance  of  all  the  administrative  organisations,  such  as  they 
werejowhioh  had  existed  under  the  Change,  spontaneous  local  organi-r 
satlons  naturally  sprung  uo,  end  the  Japanese  troops  which  were  red 
popsible  for  the  maintenance  of  order  necessarily  co-operated  with 
thorn.  It  was  a  proper  and  necessary  step,  and  in  the  circumstances

an  unavoidable  one.  such  was  the  wh'le  significance  of  the  presence 
of  Japanese  troops,  and  rich  was  the  sole  aim  of  the  activities  of 
Japanese  civil  and  milit  ry  officers.  Unfortunately  the  Commission 
of  Bnquirj ,  and  consequently  the  assembly,  in  their  implicit  relianc 
on  the  assumption  that  there  had  nev.r  existed  any  independence 
movement  in  Manchuria,  have  been  obliged  to  attribute  to  the  acti¬ 
vities  of  Japanese  civil  and  military  officers  the  independence 
which  was  actually  proclai-  od,  —and  to  do  so  upon  no  solid  grounds 

whatever. 

As  to  the  assertion  that  the  po-ple  of  Manchuria  are  hostilo  tc 
the  new  state,  again  there  's  no  vc  lid  evidence  beyond  fifteen  hundr 
letters  of  dubious  origin  received  by  the  Commission  of  Enquiry. 

The  Japanese  Government  desire  to  point  out  the  fact  that  within  los 
than  a  year  sinoe  its  foundnti-n,  Manohoukue  has  achieved  a  marked 
and  healthy  progress  in  the  restoration  of  law  and  order,  and  that  r. 
oritioism  or  complaint  has  been  heard  of  regarding  its  oonduot  of 

affairs,  whether  domestic  or  foreign. 

Regardless  of  the  attitudo  of  the  Assembly  to  the  new  state  of 

Manohoukue,  aho  has  gone  forward  stoidily  on  the  mad  of  progress.

Communism  has  already  inva<~’  C5-.fr-.  and  tho  alarming  extent  and 
suooecs  of  tho  invasion  is  far  t«  seldom  realized.  A  oommunized 
China  would  oonstituto  a  pro!  In  for  Europe  and  Amorica  beside 
which  other  questions  would  p'lo  into  ins ignif ioanoe .  But  r  Manohu 
rreJ  from  Chinese  crnnootiM  c-nstitutos  a  barrier  to  the  communist 
danger  in  tho  Far  East.  TtJ  valui  ught  surely  to  bo  apparent  to 
every  statesman.  It  is  jarnostly  h-eod  that  tho  League  cf  Nations 
will  s of  *.  bj  led  uo  ohn  a  its  attitude,  to  disoard  reliance  cn 
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a  w. .rui  ina noli oah lo  drotrino  and  to  rospaot  and  roorgii'd  Lho 
frroos  that  aro  actually  rondoring  possible  tho  mnintonanco  f'L
